The Great EDglish Statesman Deellnes 
the Inritation to Yisit 


A Man Bun Over and Killed, Near War- 
saw, on Ihe Pittsbnrgr Road. 


Philadelphia.

LONDON, Sept. 8.—An invitation t 
Gladstone to attend the centennial oe'^ 
bration of the adoption of the American 
constitution at Philadelphia, was signed 
by Messrs. Easson, Little, Carson and 
Cochrane for the commissioner. Mr. 
Gladstone was invited as a gnest of the 
oommissioner and was informed it was 
the only one extended to anyone not an 
American citizen. 


He was also assured that he would be 
allowed to make whatever arrangements 
he pleased and be entertained as no other 
person has been since the visit of Gen. 
Lafayette. 


Mr. Gladstone on July 22, made a 
reply and assnred the commissioner of 
the honor he felt at being invited to as- 
sist at the' centennial of the American 
constitution. 
His letter continues, **ihe 
attractions of the invitation are enhanced 
to me by the circumstances that I have 
always regarded that constitution as the 
most remarkable work known to moiiern 
times, to have been produced by human 
intellect at a single stroke, so to speak, 
in its application to political aflfairs. The 
invitation is accompanied by every acces- 
sory, that even American hospitality can 
dttvise. Had I a real option in the mat- 
ter, I could not but accept the iuvita- 
tiou. My strength and time and inces- 
sant pressure of engagements makig me 
too well aware that I have none. So far 
as I can eee, the whole small residue of 
activity at my command will be dedicat- 
ed to my great work at home. I regard 
the Irish question as most urgent and 
most full of promise of beneficial results 
to my country, that I have ever been 
engaged in. I ought, perhaps, to add 
that, viewing the jealousies prevalent in 
England it is doubtful whether they 
might not be stimulated, were I to ac- 
cept the distinction you offer, which is 
not 
less 
signal 
than 
undeserved. 
The first of these, however, compels 
me 
to 
decline 
the most 
flatter- 
ing proposal I have ever received. I 
shall watch with profound interest the 
procedings of your celebration, when 
you will look back upon a century of 
national advancement, i hat is without a 
parallel in history and look forward to 
its probable continuance upon a still 
larger scale and that you and your chil- 
dren may be enabled, by the help of the 
Almighty, to worthily meet the accumu- 
lation of the high duties and responsi- 
bilities proportioned to it. I am confi- 
dent the prayer of ygur kinsman here, 
who hope, nay believe, that the moral 
relations between the several portions of 
one race are wisely destined to acquire 
an increasing Jiarmony and closeness.

Sept. 8.—Intelligence 
of a murder committed at White Oak, in 
this county, has been received here. 
The murder was committed Saturday. 
The mur(ie»'er'3 narno ie well known, 
Ryan, and bif victim was named Bit-hop.

Five negroes set out 
in hot pursuit of the murderer and be- 
seiged his house. Ryan, however, was 
well armed, and was determined not to 
be t iken. 
He succeeded iu putting his 
pursuers to flight, and at last accounts 
was still at large. The killing has cre- 
ated great excitement in the community 
in which it was committed. The ne- 
groes may handle Ryan roughly if they 
find him.

Bhow that, while the arrivals have been 
Urge, they have been exceeded several 
j^ears in the past. 
The number of im- 
migrants, as given by the Bureau of 
Statistics, which arrived during the 
fescal year 1886-'87 was 483,116, exclu- 
sive of the number which arrived from 
iiritish North America, which "are not 
collected at present, as they come into 
this country very largely over the railr 
roads. 
It will be fair to put the Cana- 
dian immigration, or rather that through 
Canada, at 42,000, which would make 
the total for the year 525,000. 
This ii 
the largest immigration in any year ex- 
cept three—1880-81, when the number 
was 669,431; 1881-'82, 788,992; 1882-'83, 
603,322. 
The nationality of the immi- 
grants is an interesting as well as an 
important feature to consider. For 
several years Germany led in furnish- 
ing the army of immigrants. In 1882 
that country furnished nearly one-third 
of the enormous total of that year— 
250,630 out of 788,992—while Great 
Brita n, including Ireland, furnished 
17r>,423. 
Germany has led in numbers 
Ui.ttl 1886, when Great Britain took 
the lead with 112,548 to 84,403 from 
Germany. 
During the last fiscal year 
(ireat Britain furnished 160,783, aa 
follows: England and Wales, 74,788:

Coffee is bouf;ht not only parched but 
ground. 
Spices and pep])or come all 
prepared for use. 
Every kind of bread, 
cake, and pastry can be purchased at a 
slight advance on the cost of the ma- 
terials they contain. 
If one wishes the 
sport of making them, self-raising ilour 
may be had in any grocery. 
Fruit of all 
kinds all ready for the table can be pur- 
chased about as cheaply as that which 
must be prepared. 
Not only lobsters 
and other shell fish, but salmon, may be 
bought cooked and ready to be served at 
a price but little above what the crude 
articles cost ; and cooked corned beef, 
tongue, pigs' feet, and ham have long 
been on the market. 


There are also canned soups, that 
only need to be diluted, mince meat, all 
ready to put between piecrusts, and 
roast meats and fowls (if all descriptions. 
Some grocers 1?eop mush prepared for 
frying. 
Boston baked beans, put up in 
cans, have had a pcreat run during the 
pastlfew years. 
English plum puddings 
are also on the market. 
Cans of cooked 
green corn, 
beans, peas, tomatoes, 
cauliflower, and asparagus, with Sara- 
toga fried potatoes, are to be found on 
the shelves of any grocery, wiiile laun- 
dries do the washing and ironing. • 


It is no longer necesssary to be a 
cook, or to have a cook, to keep house. 
It requires scarcely any cooking utensils 
to provide a warm meal. 
A can opener, 
a frying pan and a coffee-i>ot are the 
principal requisites. 
Even the last is 
not absolutely necessarv, since a mix- 
ture of prepared coffee, sugar, and 
oream may readily be obtained. 
It ia 
even practical now for the novice to dis- 
pense with a cook-book, as the label on 
every can tells how to treat the con- 
tents. 
Surely, ladies need no longer 
complain that the labors of honsekeep- 
ing keep them from cultivating their 
minds.—Amerv an Cai ti va tor.

Corn, oa<.3, wheat, sago, rice, and 
potatoes consist 
largely of starch, 
which, in the process of digestion, ii 
converted into sugar. 
In severe cases 
these and kindred substances must be 
given up. 


.4s most people would find it ex- 
ceedingly ditTicultlong to dispense with 
the use of wheat brcal, glnten may be 
substituted for it ; that is, bread made 
of wheat from which about two-thirds 
of the starch has been removed. The 
diet shonhl absolutely exclude clear fat 
and sugar. 


The quantity of the food is a consider- 
ation hardly second to the quality. Too 
much food, of whatever kind, must be 
strictly guarded against. 


The liver is injuriously affected by 
alcoholic liquors 
generally. 
These 
beverages are to be rigidly prohibited, 
especially malt liquors, port wine and 
champagne. 
One would uot have sup- 
posed boer to be worsn than brandy, 
but it is much worse. 


Next to regulating the diet is secnr- 
iiig an abundance of fresh air—sea ait 
is es))ec7a!ly helpful in liver difficulties 
—and a suHiciency of vigorous exercise. 
The action of the skin should be kepi 
np by frequ<mtly bathing the body with 
varm water and soap. 


It is also beneficial to drink half a 
pint of cold water, or water with a little 
soda in it, on going to bed, and while 
dressing in the morning. 


Liver diseases are, however, so diffi- 
colt and refractory that it is pe( iliarly 
necessary to call in the serviot^a of a 
good physician as soon as the complaint 
has declared itself. 


To</ lavny persons are inclined at 
once to begin dosing, supposing that 
they are "bilions." 
The incautious and 
unwise use of medicine at such a time 
may fasten a chronic disease upon one 
who might have been 
permanently 
cured in a few days by proper treat- 
ment. —Compa nion
